On August 2, 1994, San Diego Community College District (SDCCD) filed an application to modify the
facilities of noncommercial educational Station KSDS(FM), San Diego, California." SDCCD proposes to
upgrade KSDS(FM) from Class A to Class B1 and to increase effective radiated power to 22 kW.

Applications for broadcast authorizations are subject, unless otherwise provided, to treatment by the
Commission as restricted proceedings for ex parte purposes under Section 1.1208 of the Commission’s
rules. 47 C.F.R. § 1.1208. We have concluded, however, that classifying this proceeding as permit-but-
disclose would, in this case, serve the public interest. Accordingly, by this Public Notice, and pursuant to
Section 1.1200(a) of the Commission’s rules, 47 C.F.R. § 1.1200(a), we announce that the ex parte
procedures applicable to nonrestricted proceedings will govern our consideration of the instant
applications. See 47 C.F.R. § 1.1206.

Permit-but-disclose ex parte procedures permit interested parties to make ex parte presentations to the
Commissioners and Commission employees and require that these presentations be disclosed in the
record of the relevant proceeding.
